JOSEPH BABER. Bagatelles (SATB), University of 
Miami Music Publications. (New York: Sam Fox) 1972. 
Price $3.00 


This prize-winning composition in the contest sponsored by 
the Miami Chapter and the University of Miami is indeed a 
winner. “Bagatelle” is usually defined as “trifle,” but these four 
pieces are trifles only in name and brevity. When our local quar- 
tet played them, we were unanimous in wishing Mr. Baber had 
kept going and filled up that blank fourth page of our parts. 
These are well conceived and well crafted gems; when played 
with careful attention to clean rhythmic accuracy and to the 
composer’s well expressed intentions, they scintillate. 

Number I is a sweetly pungent sort of pastorale in 6/8. Num- 
ber II is a sassy march, in which during the first and last thirds 
of the piece, the high and low instruments bicker back and forth 
in short perky phrases; a contrasting middle section puts the 
four recorders in their best range doing their best thing: straight 
up-and-down fence-post writing, staccato, piano. Number III, 
happily in a contrasting key, is a mildly syncopated cantilena 
for the soprano over muted harmonies. A more energetic middle 
section of eight measures leads to a reprise of the soprano’s song, 
with the underlying harmonies chromatically enriched. Number 
IV is a vigorous allegro in 2/4. A few measures of softer 6/8, 
inserted as a remembrance of Number I, tie it all together into 
one sparkling king-size bagatelle. 

In addition to its attractiveness and the high quality of its 
music, everything else is right in this publication — clear and 
detailed directions, well spaced and crystal clear printing, appar- 
ent freedom from typographical errors, plus the composer’s ob- 
vious and thorough knowledge of the instruments. (However, 
make sure your bass has a fast-speaking and accurate top E and 
F; if not, one solution for the occurrence of these notes in meas- 
ures 21, 22 and 27 would be to write them into the alto part, 
forfeiting only the alto’s high D in measures 27. 


One wonders why, in music of this calibre, someone added a 
footnote in Number III, showing the soprano player how to fin- 
ger B-flat. 

This is altogether a delightful set of pieces, a composition to 
warrant the strong suggestion that Miami just forthrightly com- 
mission Mr. Baber to go ahead and compose more and more 
recorder music. This could well be one of the practical corol- 
laries to the annual competition sponsored so admirably by the 
Miami Chapter and the University of Miami.

If one adds up the measures in this piece, he comes up with 
731%, counting the repeats. But a more careful examination re- 
veals actually only 26 measures of music. I suppose one could 
defend this as a loose sort of rondo with its necessary reprises, 
but the Baroque buff in search of something substantial will 
soon discover that he never really got his dollar’s worth of 
music. 

Since Doctor Whitney offers no shred of information on the 
origin of this lightweight movement, anyone interested in sources 
would have to plow through Joachim and Chrysander’s com- 
plete Corelli, (and this slight offering isn’t worth all that time 
and effort). So I’ve settled for conjecturing that it was prob- 
ably excerpted from a violin work. 

Somehow or other, none of Corelli’s output that I’ve seen or 
performed has ever grabbed me as really right for the recorder. 
This Badinerie (did Corelli really name it that?) impresses me 
as one of those countless middle-Baroque “noodling” jobs that 
show a lot of hussle but never get anywhere worthwhile.

Earlier releases in this outstanding series of recordings by 
Frans Briiggen using historical recorders include TELEFUNKEN 
SAWT 9482 and 9545 (reviewed in AR, VIII/1, 14 and XI/3, 
97), which, like the present disk, are highly recommended. Open- 
ing the present recital is the attractive Suite in A Major, the 
first of four works composed for flate de voix and continuo by 
Dieupart, expertly played by Briiggen on a rich-toned Bressan 
“Voice Flute” (alto-tenor recorder in d’). In the MOECK edi- 
tion (No. 1084) which, like its companions, is well printed but 
poorly edited (see the extended review by David Lasocki, AR, 
Fall 1968, IX/4, 127-181), the recorder part is in the same key

as the original (i.e. C major, since in the 18th century the Voice 
Flute, like other odd-sized recorders, was treated as a transpos- 
ing instrument, using alto fingerings) with the continuo part 
being transposed to agree with the solo part so it can be played 
on alto recorder. As Lasocki mentions in his review, it is a pity 
that the four suites Dieupart wrote for flate de voix were not 
arranged for tenor recorder in c’, since modern tenors are only 
about a half-tone lower than 18th century Voice Flutes built at 
Kammerton pitch (A = 415). 


The charming concerto for sixth-flute in d’’ (so named be- 
cause it is a 6th higher than the standard “treble” or alto in 
f’) is similar in style to the concertos by John Baston for the 
same instrument, and is beautifully played by Briiggen on a 
bright chirpy-toned stanesby recorder. A fifth-flute (soprano 
recorder) in c’’ by Haka is heard in van Eyck’s Engels Nacht- 
egaeltje, in which Briiggen’s playing is virtuosic but seems overly 
mannered with excessive wavery tone and vibrato. 


As I mentioned in my review of RCA (Italy) MLDS 20236 
(see AR, May 1972, XIII/2, 61-62), it seems likely to me that 
A. Scarlatti’s six Sonatas for flauto, strings and continuo were 
conceived for transverse flute rather than recorder, but Briig- 
gen’s performance of the Sonata No. 2 in A Minor on a full- 
toned alto recorder in f’ by J. B. Gahn comes far closer to real- 
izing the composer’s intentions than Gazzelloni’s recording on 
Boehm flute. This is a very fine work, deserving more frequent 
performance, and it is well served by Briiggen and his first- 
Tate collaborators, except in the Largo, which I find rather 
ponderous. 


Concluding this interesting record are superb performances on 
a Stanesby alto recorder of Telemann’s Fantasies Nos. 8 and 11, 
thus bringing to the half-way mark Briiggen’s traversal of these 
fire works; his marvellous recordings of Nos. 1 and 10 are 
uu. -luded on TELEFUNKEN SAWT 9482, and Nos. 3 and 7 may 
be heard on SAWT 9545.

This expertly recorded disk offers a nice sampling of familiar 
works by Telemann and Vivaldi performed with distinction. The 
jacket notes claim that this album gives the listener the oppor- 
tunity to hear the music as it would have been heard “in an 
18th Century drawing room... performed on the instruments 
for which it was originally written” but, despite this and the 
title of the record, Linde plays the fine Vivaldi D minor Sonata 
and the unaccompanied Fantasie (No. 1) by Telemann on 
Boehm flute. He plays soprano recorder in the Telemann Par- 
tita, alto recorder in the Telemann Bb major Sonata (not B 
major, as listed on both record and jacket — obviously a mis- 
translation of B-dur!) and the Vivaldi F major Sonata, while 
alternating alto and sopranino (in the allegros) in Vivaldi’s 
Pastor Fido Sonata No. 2. Rather than the vapid notes on the 
jacket (which state, for instance, that “in his position as teacher 
at the famed Conservatory of the Pieta in Venice (Vivaldi) was 
responsible for the musical education of the entire country”!), 
most persons likely to purchase this record would prefer an 
accurate listing of music and movements played, editions and 
instruments used, and the date and place of the recording.
